"Thero will bo thrro divisions, each
having a superintendent. Theio will be
no one In Mr. Blakeslee's pluce, yet.
Tho work will bo carried on by some
of tho minor officials. Thero will be a
few changes on tho coal branches, es-
pecially among the minor olliciiils. There
will bo a number of removals.

Ararat Summit. It is only a quarter of
a mile long, but It rost between $230,000
and $300,000 to mnke It ready for the rails,
or at the rato of $1,000 000 a mile. The
lallrcad was completed In 1S73 and trains
had passed over It, but one night a quar-
tet of a. mile of track and roadbed disap-
peared entirely and a great,quagmiie oc-

cupied the placo where apparently solid
ground had been before. Into this pit
10 000 carloads of gravel about 100,000 tons

nnd 600 hundred largo hemlock trees,
branches nnd nil were thrown In without
hiving mis' perceptible affect toward
forming a bottom on which a new road-
bed could be founded.

"Then steps were taken by the con-
tractors to find out tho depth of tho re-

markable sink hole Four p.los, each 40
feet long, were driven down, one on top
of tho other,' beforo solid bottom was
reached, showing the depth of the un-
stable spot to be lfiO feet. This fact es-
tablished, a row of piles was dilvn, In
tho manner ot test plies, on both f.lus
of tho space required for the roadbed
They were driven close together, so closn
tltat tho work required nearly 8 000 of
them, Theso prevented the cscapo of
nnv thing dumped Into the Inclosure.

"For four months giavcl, rocks niul
forest trees, entire, were thrown into
the pit beforo the morass
was overcome. Acres of hemlock forest
were levelled to supply the trees, of
which 600 from 30 to 100 feet high, and
with a spread of brunches sometimes of
23 feet, were used. An adjacent gravel
hill, 60 fret high and covering four acres,
was levelled to obtain material for build-
ing up this remnrkablo roadbed, nnd
rocks weighing many tons each wcro
tumbled Into the depths beforo a solid
way was made across It It Is doubtful
If in the history of railroad construction
Jubt such a task ever confronted a

nnd possibly between Mllford and
Scranton over the hills of Pike.

For at least two years he has had
assurances, all In a quiet way, that It
was only a question of a few yenrs be-
fore a steam railroad would penetrate
this section, but as so many railroad
schemes have for nearly half a century
been forced upon the farmers and other
residents of tho valley, almost every one
termed the latest venture a fake pure
oiid Blmple.

But as time wears on the people aro
beginning to .co tho error of their ways
and now It Is almost the general con-
sensus of opinion that n railroad Is on
tho way and Is coming through nt rami
dete In the not far distant future.

Dr. J. H. Shull, secretary of the D V,
and L. railroad, wns nskid concerning
the o.ienlng paragraph and said that he
hud been uvvaro of tho offer for two
months past He added that In the case
of the present road being given up they
might make use of Brodhead's offer.
